Bryan Is commltt^ to policies that 
would call Into bcSng In tbe United 
Statt-M u tii(>ti(>|i(ily more powerful and 
more perilous than tbe wUdeet alarm- 
M baa erer pietnred. Hla elnlater 
■dieme of public ownership, whereby 
tbe great trunk lines of railroads 
aboold become tbe property of the fed- 
eral goTemment and ttie state rail- 
roada tbe property of tbe etatee, is a 
plot agalnBt Industrial Irulepcndenco 
and commercial enterpriae In America. 
It would monopoUie and aabject to 
partlaan control tbe transportation 
aerrice of tbe whole country and com- 
pel the Rovcrnmont t'> into business 
aa a common carrier. There would tw 
no eompetttkm by wbidi ratee eoold 

be determined, nnd therefore the cost 
of the carrying service to the i)eoi»le 
would !« fixed arbitrarily by those at 
tbe time being In eontrol of tbe gov- 
erament. 

The chief grievance of the antlino 
nopoly agitators Is that monopolies do- 
prlve tlie people of the bencfltJ) of com- 
petitive enterprise. Yet bere la the 
noialeat of all agttaton boldly advo-
